Shortly after the mayor re­ 
ed ved Mrs Gra il’> decision tho board o f 
aldermen met and formally presente 1 the 
. site to the family of Gen. Grant for tho pur- 
; pose of a burial‘-pot for g eneral an i Mrs. 
i Grant. 
A dispatch from Mt. McGreg or says: It 
is learned that before Col. Grant went to 
i New York to select a site for the g enerals 
sepulchre, Mrs. Grant requested him to
